Among
ether deductions, the committee deolare that "no
communication on tho subject ever passed from
the office of the Secretary to that of the commis-
sioner. No order in regard to It was erer Issued
through the commissioner's office, nor were any
collections or other actions of bis subordinates
erer reported to him until arter action was taken
In tho House calling upon the Secretary for In- -

formation In relation to these collections. In"

act, It Is shown that the commissioner wrote a
letter protesting airalnst the manner of these
collections, to the Seeretary.whtch has never been
answered. Indeed, this very Important ofHeer, to
whom belongs exclusively the collection or these
taxes, appears to hare been studiously ignored by
the Secretary ef tho Treasury and the officers In
the office of the Secretary. And without the
knowledge of the commissioner, his subordinates
were directed to assist these contractors, and In
no case can the committee find that the con-

tractors assisted this officer."
Finally the committee reach theconeluslon that

tf the law authorizing the contracts "Is not re-

pealed, and these contract! remain In force, the
contractor, armed with the power that he now

osse, will collect all the taxes due the Govern
tjenl under repealed laws. These taxes amount
to several millions of dollars, and this misplaced
power will take It all out or the hands of the
proper officers of the Government, virtually dis-

placing them by tho creation of a new bureau tor
the collection or this class ot taxes, with somo
each person as one or these contractors at its head,
end at the cost or one hair or this large sum.

"Tho theory or the law, as administered, is
completely reversed, and instead of these three
persons being employed to assist the proper

or the Government, the proper officers or the
Government have been made to assist them.

'By the terms or the contract, and by the orders
or tho Treasury Department, the taxes collected
ly Sanborn could not be paid through the offices
of the Internal Revenue Department, as required
by law. While the committee have no direct evi-

dence that nay internal rerenue officer has had a
corrupt connection with Sanborn in the collection
of taxes, yet the circumstances are such as to
ehow that certain internal revenue officers were
willing to obey the order3 or Sanborn, and. In :r

so, did not communicate the fact to the com-

missioner of Internal revenue, and through thetr
agency very large sums havo been collected.

"It is certain that a continuance of this system
xnu- -t work to a greater or less extent a demoraliz-
ation or tho entire outside working force engaged
under this bureau, la the collection ot the

"The committee, feeling alarmed at the ap-

parent looseness with which the law has been
administered, were desirous of ascertaining where'
the responsibility rested, where It would seem to
belong, somewhere In the Treasury Department.
They have had before them the Secretary. Assi-
stant Secretary Sawyer, and the Solicitor of the
Treasury. The Secretary gave but little infor
mation and exhibited an entire want or knowledge
a- - to the manner of making the contracts, admin-
istering the law, or of the provisions of the law
Itself. Ills only connection, so far as he could re
member, with these transactions, was In affixing
bis signature to the various papers presented to
him as a mere matter of offiee routine, without
knowing their contents.

"The Assistant Secretary disclaimed any par-
ticular knowledge of the law or contracts, and be
tn like manner affixed bis signature as a matter

r office routine. The Secretary and the Assi-
stant Secretary, by their testimony, show that the
papers were prepared by the Solicitor, thus Indi-

cating the responsibility uponhlm. The Solicitor,
In turn, testified that he Is simply the
of tho Treasury Department, and a subordinate
of the Secretary of the Treasury, without any
power In regard to the administration of lids law,
excopt that expressly given by the Secretary;
tliathchad consulted in every Instance with the
Secretary or Assistant Secretary or the Treasury;
that he had in all eases simply obeyed the direc-
tions or his superior officers, and that the con-

tracts and the various orders or the Department
were well known to the Secretary and Assistant
Secretary.

"Tho disagreements and contradictions given
respectively by these gentlemen, as appears rrom
their testimony. Is a matter greatly deplored by
the committee, as by It they are unable to fix npon
anyone, or anywhere, the responsibility for the
maladministration or this law; and they look with
serious apprchcn'lon upon the apparent effort of
the cgcntlemen to trausfcrthe responsibility each
fr. m hm-e- ll to the other.

"While the committee, thercrore, me unable to
d "raine where the' responsibility rests, they

In justice to themselves Ignore the fact
that thec three) persons deserve severe condem-
nation fr the manner In which they have per-t- n

led this law to-b- administered. While the
cnmnn'tee thus severely criticise these officials of
the Treasury Department directly charged with
t"io administration or this law, they find nothing
impeaching the Integrity or Secretary BoutwelIs
or I:ic!.arJson's action; and the testimony docs not
prove that theSecrctarlei or nny of their assoc-
iates were Influenced by corrupt motives.

"It is doe to "ho Treasury officials to say that,
as far back aj he jdcilnlstratl-- n of the Treasury
Dcpariocnt by ScerefaFyOathrie, such contracts
were made for the collection or moneys due the
United States in extraordinary eases, an! that
this practice was continued up to the time Mr.
Bontwell became Secre'a-- y or the Treasury.
IV hen he catira into offioo he found a cumber of
contracts In existence, and his solicitor testifies
that, after a thorough and exhaustive examina-
tion, lie found no authority In law permitting
them t he made, and the Secretary of the Treas-
ury at once annulled them, and that nothing ol
tiny ccT.soqneneo was ever collected from this
cl- - oI contracts. Vn Icrtheact 01150, anumber
of contracts were made by Secretary IlMttnell,
and although It was to the Secretary
tuat large sums were duo the Government, and
the pcric- making the contracts professod to be
nlile to collect what was due, the amount collected
raa very small.

THE LOUVRE.
It may bo taken for granted that most Ameri-

cans look lurward to a European trip as a means
of Increasing their knowledge or art. But, on ar
riving in Paris, fresh from the New World, the
multiplicity of objects claiming their attention
under that head distracts and confuses them.
For the first time In bis life, the average Ameri
can, In bis study of the beautiful, finds hlmseir
einoarrassea by wealth rather than by poverty.
Among the host or museums and monuments
which the guide-book- s will lay before him, and
which It would require so it seems years to
explore, which shall ho elect to visit, and which
In view of his limited sojourn, will best repay him
for the time expended In answering this ques
tion, It Is best to recall that Paris is the seat or
one or the rrreat naileries of the world; the trav.
eler will know more of painting and of sculpture
than he can learn anywhere else this side of Italy,
tr he will make familiar acquaintance with

th toovni.
But the Louvre is a world In Itself. It Is not so

much a museum or a gallery as It Is a scries of
museums and galleries. If one attempts, as so
manr travelers do, to go through tt systemati
cally from beginning to end. In a limited period of
time, the result is vanity ana vexation or spirit.
When one has passed through the museums of
Greek, or Boman, of Egyptian Antiquities, of
Anclantand or Modern Sculpture; of Brontes, of
Pottery, or Jewels, and or engravings; through
the galleries respectively of Early French, Later
French, and Modem French Painting; through
the Square Boom and the Long Gallery, and a
dosen more museums and galleries besides the
utterly exhausted sight-see- r feels that art Is long
and ma is short. His eyes are dim with gating;
his neck aches, and his spinal column Is paralyzed
from agonlied Inspection ot ceilings and every
other conceivable place where pictures ought not
to be; and this Is not the worst. The worst Is,
that, after all this misery, the retina refuses to
retain more than a blurred Image of the marvels
it has seen; the memory struggles hopelessly
with vain and Indistinct conceptions.

But, In exploring the Louvre, there Is a more
excellent way. It Is better to select from Its Infin-

ity of treasures a certain number of the most re
markable and memorable works. Alter tnorougn
and intelligent study of these, one will carry
away definite and beautiful pictures In his mem
ory; and be will have acquired, also, a certain
standard for future judgments, which will greatly
enhance his pleasures In the German and Italian
galleries.

First or all,
Tin-- BtrciDiin- - I"

Is worth some little study, and a moment or two of
sentimental musing. Situated, as It Is, In the
heart of Paris, how hard Is It to conceive that. In
the days of the old Kings, this was a
hunting-sea- t .surrounded Xtj dense woods. Look-
ing out from Its northern windows upon the fash-
tonably-dresse- d throngs of the Bue de Biroli,how
strange to think that the wild Door was once
chased where now run the asphaltum-pave- d

streets and the glittering arcades ; that the old
terror of France, the wolf, has left his name upon
this temple of the arts In what now claims to be
the centra of dvlll-atio- n.

The Old Louvre Is a continuous range of build-Ing- s

In the form of a perfect square, with a fine
garden In the centre. Of this the western side Is
the oldest, and dates back six centuries; the east-
ern and southern sides, by far the most Imposing
of the whole building, reflect honor and crodlt on
the distinguished French physician and architect,
Claude Pcrrault, who built them In the reign of
Louis XIV. Opposite the rich Corinthian columns
and fine pilasters of the eastern front, stands the
old church of St. Germain, whence pealed the signa-

l-bell for the massacre of St. Bartholomew. The
New Louvre is the continuation of tho old, uniting
It with tho Irregular parallelogram of the Tuller- -

les. The molt notable features ot the whole ex
terior are the lofty and massive pavilions, which
bear the names of the most distinguished states
men and financiers of Frame IlichelieUrSully,
Turgot and

decorating the terraces above the first story.
There statues represent the most Illustrious men
of France, from her earliest day down to the
present "heroes flung as Browning
says, "on the Louvre, face and flank." i Lafon- -
talne, Mollere, Babelals, Abelard, Rousseau,
Pouitln, Voltaire to go through the list would
be to give an epitome of the nation's history.
Poet, dramatist, critic, cynic, warrior, statesman,
artist they are all there. In thtsbulldlng.wlthln
and without, Frenchmen hare endeavored to per-
petuate what Is most memorable In their story, or
characteristic In their genius. As to tha statues
themselves, the less said of them the better; they
look well enough from the street, and their gen-
eral effect Is to add dignity to the building.

As to the Interior, the chambers of the Old Lon-vr- e

are easily to be distinguished from the rest,
and, with tbelr curious and d ceil-

ings, are well worth a brief survey, especially the
bedchamber of Henry IV., with Its dark wain-
scoting and low, ribbed ceiling. In the Italian
atyle; and the room In whleh the great victor of
Ivry died from the blow of an assassin.
